Woodward, would be prosecuted upon 
the authority of the ruling handed 
down by City Attorney James L. May- 
son Saturday afternoon. 
This, however, does not 
the picture men have given 
fight for open Sunday houses, 
Fight Not Yet Given Up. 

A committee from the managers will 
appear before the ordinance committee 
next Tuesday and ask that body to 
hold up action upon the Maddox Sun- 
day picture ordinance until they have 
had an opportunity to appear before 
council and request the city fathers 
to eonsider favorably an ordinance 
permitting Sunday moving pictures, 
provided the moving picture men can 
show a substantial majority of the 
registered voters of Atlanta favoring 
the Sunday shows 

It is the proposition of the picture 
men to divide the city into wards and 
send men to secure the signature of 
every regestered voter infavor of Sun- 
day “movies.” By this popular ver- 
_dict the picture men say. that they 
stand or fall. 

The picture men stated last night 
that they were very desirous of rais- 
ing. a neat sum for the flood suffer- 
ers, and believed that they could have 
done it with the co-operation that the 
mayor's permit to operate and charge 
admission would have afforded, but 
that, inasmuch as now by virtue of 
the city attorney’s ruling to the effect 
that such manner of operating the 
Sunday shows would be a violation of 
the law, and the orders of Chief Beav- 
ers supporting this ruling, they are 
shorn of this co-operation, they do not 
care to attempt to raise the money by 
the contribution feature employed on 
Sundays in the past. 

Woodward Issues Permit. 

When Mayor Woodward issued the 
permit last Friday allowing the pic- 
ture men to keep open this Sunday and 
charge an admission fee, they thought 
they saw the light of day. 

The ruling of Attorney Mayson that 
whether they operated for charity or 
net, if they charged admission they 
would be violating the law, fell ike a 
bolt from the clear sky Saturday aft- 
ernoon. 

Chief Beavers made the rounds of all 
the picture houses in his automobile 
last night about 9:30 o'clock and noti- 
fied the managers that in event any 
house. should charge admission, cases 
would be made and the house closed. 

Following this ultimatum, the pic- 
ture men called a meeting at the Vau- 
dette theater, on Whitehall street, 
after Saturday night’s performances, 
and after an hour's executive session 
declared their decision to be that they 
would remain closed this Sunday. 

“We regret very much,’ said the 
spokesman for the Managers, “that 
we have not been allowed to help the 
flood sufferers However, it is not 
now, and never has. been, our desire 
Or intention to violate the law, and if 
we find that we cannot open lawfully, 
we will not open at all. 

“We belleve, though, that the 
jority of people in Atlanta want 
day moving pictures, as has been 
shown by the trend | of public senti- 
ment since we opened our doors two 
weeks ago. Furthermore, if the peo- 
ple of Atlanta really want Sunday 
moving pictures, we are going to make 
every effort to give them the pictures, 
and give them within the law 

“We believe that our proposition to 
council] is a fair one that council shoulda 
consider.” 

Notwithstanding the, ruling of the 
city attorney and the orders of the 
chief of police, Mayor |Woodward last 
night stood by the provisions of his 
permit to the picture men. 

Mayor Woodward's Position. 

“TJ don’t think the picture managers 
will violate the law by chargfing an 
admission, provided the money is 
turned over to the flood sufferers,” 
Mayor Woodward said. “The hearts 
of men and women injall parts of 
the world have been touched by the 
piteous appeals that have risen from 
the wreck and ruin wrdught by the 
storm and flood.

Guerrant says that there was some 
trouble in the afternoon over the mat- 
ter; but that he did rot think it would 
amount to anything. He and his wife 
had retired and were asleep when they 
were awakened by a man bursting into 
their room. 

“Graham leaped at me as I lay in 
bed, and brandished a whisky bottle 
at my head. He was drinking and 
terribly excited,” says Guerrant. “s 
hardly gave a thought to who it was, 
but, as any man would do. under the 
circumstances, grabbed my pistol and 
fired at him. 

Woman Accidentally Shot. 

“The ball struck him, and also 
wounded Mrs. .Graham in the thigh. 
She had apparently come in with her 
husband and had followed him into 
the room. I don’t know whether she 
was trying to quiet him or not.” 

Both Guerrant and his wife were 
taken to police station, the man chars- 
ed with the shooting and the woman 
hehi_on a charge of suspicion.

YELLOW TIDE ROLLS

DESTROYING HOMES 


|More Than 3,500 Houses Are 


Submerged in the Vicinity 
of Cincinnati and 15,000 
Persons Made Homeless. 


LOUISVILLE MENACED 
BY THE RISING RIVER 


So Far Only One Death Is 
Reported—Owing to Am- 
ple Warning, Cincinnati, 
Louisville and Other Ohio 
Points Prepared for Flood. 


March 29.—With 
nearly 15,000 persons in the towns on 
the Kentucky side of the Ohio river 
driven from their homes by the rising 
yellow tide that is sweeping down the 
Ohio valley, and with more than 3,500 
homes’ altogether or partly submerged, 
the flood situation in this vicinity is 
assuming graver proportions hourly. 
Here the water front buildings are all 
partly under water and much damage 
has been Gone. 

An increase in the river stage at 
this point will mean the complete iso- 
lation of the city from the Kentucky 
side and the stoppage of train service 
in this direction. Late today the 
government guage showed 67 feet and, 
according to the weather bureau, the 
indications were that before many 
hours there would be 68 feet in the 
river here. 

Woman Was First Victim. 

So far only one life has been lost as 
a direct result of the high waters here. 
Miss Anna Smith, the first victim, 
drowned in an attemrt to reach New- 
port in a skiff that capsized in mid- 
stream. Her three men companions 
were rescued while swimming to shore. 

Newport and Covington opposite, 
virtually are surrounded by water. 
Conditions there are worse than else- 
where, and nearly 10,000 persons have 
been driven from their homes. Re- 
lief measures, however, are adequate. 
Manufacturing plants fin the lowlands 
have ceased operations. 

In these two cities the only fear is 
that health conditions will be serious- 
ly affected because of the clogging of 
the sewerage system and the stagna- 
tion of backwater. As yet, the water- 
works has continued in operation. The 
electric light plants alerady have had 
to cease operations, but the gas plants 
are not interrupted. 

In the Kentucky towns of Dayton. 
Ludlow, Bellevue and Bromley identi- 
cal conditions exist, but tn their cases 
all communication with Cincinnati and 
Newport and Covington has been sus- 
pended. These towns will be isolated 
until the water has fallen sufficiently 
to permit the operation of street cars 
on the south side of the river. 

Over 500 Homes Vanish. 

In these towns there are a total of 
2,000 persons being cared for by re- 
lief committees and more than 50% 
homes have disappeared under the flond 
waters.° Property damage will be im- 
mense, especially as this is the second 
time within three months that the 
Ohio valley has suffered from high 


water. 
Street car officials here announced 


Cincinnati, Ohio, 


| that when the river has reached 68 


feet the power plants which operate 
the car lines to the Kentucky shores 
will be out of commission and com- 
munication with Cincinnati will be cut 
off. So far only two of the five big 
bridges across the Ohio at this point 
have been seriously affected by the 
high water. The other three are so 
high that it will require more than 
72 feet of water to prevent their use.

LESS THAN 500 DEATHS 
IN OHIO-INDIANA FLOODS 


Investigations yet tend to confirm 
the estimates of fewer than 500 deaths 
in the floods that swept over a score 
of cities in Ohio and Indiana last 
week. As the waters receded from 
Dayton, Columbus and other places, 
leaving a thick coating of mud, alarm 
was caused by a rapid rise of the 
Ohio and the Mississippi rivers, in- 
undating parts of cities along their 
banks. There is not much danger of 
loss of life in those places, however, 
as the inhabitants have hills to flee 
to and are used to floods. 

Revised reports indicate that the 
number drowned in Dayton may not 
exceed 150, although there are those 
who say the number will be much 
greater. 

The death list at Piqua, Ohio, fell 
off from the estimate of fifty to thir- 
teen known dead.

Major Dupuy is 
undertakers, and expressed it 
following statement: 

“These body-snatching ghouls who 
operate as undertakers will be treat- 
ed as they deserve if it takes the en- 
tire military power at the command 
of the medical department of the O. 
N. G. | There are a number of reliable 
undertakers tn Dayton who have com- 
plied /strictly with the order to re- 
port the recovery, of all bodies, but 
there| have been reports received here 
of humorous instances of undertakers 
grabbing bodies and rushing them to 
their own establishments. Then they 
either prey upon the grief-stricken 
relatives or the public, who will have 
to pay for the burial of the unidenti- 
fied, dead. 

‘All medical and military officers 
have received orders to promptly ar- 
rest any undertaker or other person 
whp recovers a body and does not im- 
mediately report it to this department. 
It (was said at military headquarters 
that a total of only 46 bodies was re- 
ported up to this evening, although 
it was known that no less than 121 
bodies had been taken to different 
morzues and to private homes. This 
was ascertained by a computation of 
the returns made by @a@ifferent rescu- 
ing squads engaged in the flooded 
districts.”

Dupuy stated that he fears

“There are thousands and thousands 
of dead horses and other animals 
strewn about the city,’ said the sur- 
geon, ‘and, while we are pressing 
into service large numbers of men, it 
will require many days to dispose of

| the carcasses, as many of these are 
buried beneath great heaps of heavy 
wreckage which it will be necessary 
to remove before the bodies can be 
taken to the incinerating plants. 

“To add to the menace of the situ- 
ation, we found that with one or two 
exceptions every stock of drugs in 
Payton was destroyed by the flood. 
Many of our officers are without 
medical or surgical supplies. 

“A lieuttenant doctor came to me to- 
day begging for supplies. He said he 
had several obstetrical cases to care 
for besides several urgent surgical 
cases, but had nothing to work with. 
Medical knowledge does not do a man 
good if he has no drugs and instru- 
ments. 

“There already are a considerable 
number of sick here but we are making 
every effort possible to care for these 
patients. A maternity hospital has 
been established in Dayton View, an 
emergency hospital is being operated 
under extreme difficulties, however, in 
the courthouse and a hospital for con- 
tagioug diseases already is treating 
several cases of chickenpox, mumps 
and measles. 

“There are innumerable cases of 
lagrippe, pneumonia, acute rheumatism, 
tonsilitis and the like being treated by 
the doctors of our corps and many other 
Cases have been reported by individ- 
ual physicians.” 

Sixteen Sanitary Districts. 

Dr. Dupuy also stated that the city 
has been divided into sixteen sanitary 
districts, each in charge of an officer 
of the sanitary corps of the national 
guard. 

Ag it will be several weeks Lefore the 
sewer gystem is in operation again, a 
large corps of men will be kept active 
in disposing of refuse and in disin- 
fecting all premises occupied by refu- 
gees. Strict orders regarding the dis- 
position of Barbage have been issued 
and the people have been advised by 
means of bulletins posted in con- 
Sspicuous places in the streets, how 
best to preserve the public health. 

A small army of sanitary inspectors 
hag been pressed into service and every 
effort will be made to prevent any out- 
break of a pestilence. It was owing to 
the frightful flood conditions through- 
out the entire territory of which Day- 
ton is the heart, rendering transporta- 
tion facilities of all kinds useless, that 
supplies for the medical corps did not 
reach here until several days after the 
flood broke. Several cars of lime al- 
ready have reached the city and many 
more are en route from different 
points. A carload of ambulance sup- 
Plies is on the way from Cincinnati. 

Arramgements for placing sanitary 
measures in the hands of federal of- 
ficials were completed at the eon- 
ference between Secretary of War Gar- 
rison, Major General Leonard Wood, 
Surgeon General Rupert Wood and the 
local relief committee, headed by John

Kincaid said that the police were 
taking steps to examine the interior of 
the ruins. More than twenty persons 
were rescued from the market house 
near the city building Thursday night 
by Edward Schaeffer, who sat astride 
of his horse and swam into the market 
carrying a rope. 

About twenty people were trapped in 
the market and standing on meat 
blocks. Schaeffer fastened the rope 
around one after another and the 
police officers and detectives in the 
pbuilding pulled the men to safety. 

While the corps of undertakers still 
maintained today that the death toll 
will aggregate 800 as given in their es- 
timate last night, there appeared noth- 
ing to indicate that the number of 
victims will exceed the more conserv- 


ative estimate given out yesterday by 
those in charge of rescue work. Thou- 
sands of persons, who have been miss- 
ing since the flood came Tuesday morn- 
ing, were registered yesterday and to- 
day. Only two more bodies had been 
taken to the morgue at the National 

‘ash Register company’s plant in South 

Jayton up to 10 o’clock this after- 
u00n although it was reported that 
numbers of corpses had been taken to 
improvised morgues tn different sec- 
tions of the city. The streets in many 
sections are so blocked by debris that 
it is with extreme difficulty that bodies 
are taken from one part of the city 
to another. In many instances, to go 
a distance of only a few blocks, one 
must travel two and three miles. 

Clearing Streets of Wreckage. 

As many men as could be organized 
in a few hours were set to work to- 
day in the down-town district elearing 
away the wreckage. 

The railroads and the municipality 
have employed thousands of men. 
Whatever bodies yet are to be recov- 
ered are under mountains of debris 
and in the houses of the residence 
sections which suffered the most se- 
verely from the rush of waters. 

In Riverdale and North Dayton, par- 
ticularly where yesterday rivers rush- 
ed through all the streets, it was ex- 
pected today to make a thorougn 
search of all the homes for the bodies. 

The levee, which was supposed to 
protect Riverdale from encroachment 
by the Miami river, was cut in thres 
places yesterday and this forenoon ad- 
ditional cuts were made. Squads of 
workmen were set to work trenching 
and facilitating the work of draining 
the district, 

It was considered impracticable to 
effect the draining of North Dayton 
by artificlal means until the river sub- 
sides several feet more. For this rea- 
son the situation in that suburb was 
not so satisfactory as elsewhere. 

Reports from North Dayton indicated 
that the loss of life would not greatly 
exceed the estimates of yesterday. 

AS the _ district was’ inhabited for 
the most part by working people and 
the men went to their work as early as 
6 o’clock in the morning, at least three 
hours before the flood broke, the 
deaths largely will be confined to 
women and children. 

No Lives Lost by Fire

FOR CREST OF FLOOD 
LOUISVILLE PREPARES 


Louisville, Ky., March 29.—The local 


weather bureau issued a special river! 
bulletin tonight in which it is declared | 


that the crest of the flood reached 
Parkersburg, W. Va., Friday 
with a stage of 59.2 feet and that the 
river is falling as far down as Pom- 
eroy, Ohio. The stage at Catlettsburg, 
Ky., says the bulletin was one foot 
below the crest of 1884. 

The gauge here tonight at 9 o’clock 
showed 41.9 feet with the river ris- 
ing at the rate of one-tenth of a foot 
an hour. A stage of 43 feet by 7 or 
8 o'clock tomorrow and a crest of #5 
feet is predicted for this point by the 
local bureau. This ts only one and one- 
half feet below the crest of the flood 
in 1884 which reached a stage of 46.5 
feet at this point. 

Trains Plow Through Water. 

Louisville and Nashville trains enter- 
ing the east end of the city tonight 
plowed through several feet of water 
which came up to the floor of the cars, 

River traffic with up-stream points 
has been suspended. 

The Pennsylvania, Big Four and 
Chesapeake and Ohio railroads already 
have begun to experienve trouble and 
the service on these three lines today 
was irregular. The Southern has lost 
its line to St. Louls and the Louisville, 
Henderson and St. Louts is in danger of 
interruption because of the high water 
at Hawesville. 

Dispatches from all parts of the 
state tell of swollen streams, inundated 
districts and damage to property. From 
Owensboro, Paducah and Henderson ad- 
vices report that the people in the 
lowlands are taking refuge on higher 
ground, carrying their live stock and 
effects with them. 

Convicts Work on Levees. 

Today sixty inmates of the Indiana 
state reformatory at Jefferson across 
the river from Loutsville were put to 
work strengthening the levee. 

Reports received today and tonight 
from points between Louisville and 
Cincinnati on the east, and Louisville 
and the Mississippi on the west, all 
told of the greatest precautions hav- 
ing been taken to prevent any loss of 
life when the highest stages are reach- 
ed in the Ohio. 

The property damage reported had 
long been regarded as inevitable, and 
was not unexpected. 

The river at Louisville registered 
41.4 at noon, 41.5 at 1 o’clock, 41.6 at 
2 o'clock, and continued to show the 
same increase throughout the re- 
mainder of the day. 

Live Stock Carried to Highlands. 

Live stock of all kinds has been car- 
ried to the highlands except at several 
points both up and down the river, 
where cattle kept at distilleries to 
fatten on the by-products of the plants 
were caught in the _ rapidly-rising 
waters before they could be unteth- 
ered and driven to points of safety. 
Such situations are being carefully 
watched by the health authorities, who 
will take suitable precautions to de- 
stroy all carcasses as soon as it is 
possible as a precaution against dis- 
ease. In some instances efforts are still 
being made to get these cattle out of 
the flood. 

Funds were inaugurated to care for 
the refugees, most of whom were 
driven out of their homes when the 
lowlands in and around Louisville were 
flooded several days ago.

The Ohio is 
above the danger mark at Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati and Wheeling and undoubt- 
edly all down the river to Cairo. 
Whether the lower Missisippi will be 
submurged depends largely upon how 
much this flood will meet at Cairo 
coming down from the Missouri and 
upper Mississippi. Of course we do 
not know yet how high the crest of 
this flood is going to be at Evanston, 
Ind., and Cairo, Ill But it will re- 
quire a great volume of water from 
tribuatries to bring about. such 
a situation in the lower Mississippi as 
existed a year ago.

How five people clung for thirty-six 
hours on a telegraph pole, where they 
had climbed from a moving wagon, 
how a physician, his 4-year-old boy 
and a negro woman servant were 
jammed up against a building and 
saved only by the swift current which 
kept their disabled boat clinging to the 
wall, and how scores of other persons 
were saved was revealed today when 
free communication was established 
with rescuers who had worked in the 
flooded district ever since the water 
poured in last Tuesday before day- 
light. 

“T was patrolling the water's edge 
for fires a few hours after the levee 
broke when I heard cries for help down 
street where the water was .15 feet 
deep,’’ said William Carver, captain of 
an engine company. 

“I'd seen four women and a man in 
a moving van which had been washed 
for a half mile when they struck a tel- 
egraph pole. The horses were drowned 
and the van was about to tumble over 
when the man and women succeeded 
in climbing up the pole. Al) that day 
they clung in freezing rain, and sleet.

Each of them took turn crying for 
help. Not until the next day did boats 
reach them. 

“Crossing the flood to get to the 
buildings where people were marooned 
we found the water rushing down 
Broadway and Mound streets with such 
force it was impossible to get across 
except by drifting down stream and 
managing to navigate the boat across 
while drifting. Tuesday night I found 
Dr. D. A. Allaman, his son and a ne- 
gress clinging to a wall at Broadway 
and the Panhandle railroad tracks. 
They had attempted to row across the 
street, but their boat hit a telegraph 
pole and was split in two. We got 
them away in boats. 

“When fire broke out at Broadway 
and Mound I saw one man in a boat 
rowing around in circles, and while the 
people in the upper floors of opposite 
buildings were screaming for help this 
man was yelling, ‘$25 a head, if you 
want to be saved, $25 a head.’ Some- 
body came along in another boat and 
threw this man into the water. His 
boat was then used to save others.” 

John Kirby, Jr., president of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, 
and his family, who were marooned in 
their home since Tuesday morning, 
were able to reach the rellef station 
at the Cash Register office yesterday 
afternoon. The water rose 11 feet in 
the Kirby hose, but the members of 
the family were not injured. 

Carrying baskets of food from the 
crowded relief stations, scores of 
refugees returned to their homes to- 


day, hoping to save what they couldé 


from the wreck of the flood. Many 
whose homes had remained standing 
on Main street found every piece of 
furniture in the houses ruined beyond 
repatr.

Saturday morning and this report has 
received partial confirmation in a 
press dispatch received at Columbus, 
stating that the Ohio-.at Marietta has 
exceeded the previous record by 6 feet.

This tremendous volume 
of water was doubtless discharged by 
the Musgingum which enters the Ohio 
at Marietta, 12 miles above Parkers- 
burg.

NEGRO KILLS OFFICER 
IN A “MOVIE” SHOW 


Charlotte, N. C., March 29.-—Special 
Officer J. R. Eskridge was shot and 
Killed almost instantly by an unknown 
negro in a negro moving picture hall 
here shortly before 9 o’clock tonight.

The demand for hog cholera serum is 
being met by the Georgia State college 
of Agriculture and remarkable results 
have accrued to the farmers, 
Dr. Soull says that the serum 
made at the college and sent out to 
farmers during the past year at 
cost, was applied to 894 hogs in herds 
where cholera had already made its 
appearance. Of the number treated 
92 per cent were saved. In these same 
herds a tota] of 450 hogs had died 
before the serum was obtained. 

President Soule gives Governor 
Brown much credit for safeguarding 
interests of the farmer in this respect 
and in promoting farmers , institute 
work, saying, “I appreciate the g0V- 
ernor’s action in this matter and feel

UGGS DONAHUE DIES 
IN INSANE ASYLUM 


Chicago, March 29.—The fact that 
Jonn “Jiggs” Donohue, the former 
Chicago American League first base- 
man, who won fame in the world’s 
Series games of 1906 between the two 
Chicago league teams, is dead became 
Known here today, 

The man who was termed the great- 
est first baseman he had ever known 
by President Comiskey, of the local 
American League club, passed away in 
an insane asylum near Columbus, 
Ohio, five weeks ago. 

Mrs, Donohue was notified of his 
death yesterday by an insurance com- 
pany in which he had a policy. Don- 
ohue was one of the most popular 
players who ever wore a Chicago uni- 
form,-and is given much credit for the 
development of Pitcher Ed Walsh. His 
Chief claim to distinction was his mar- 
velous fielding abllity. 

In 1906 he accepted 1,986 chances at 
first base, a record which has never 
been equaled.

To get back to the work of the out- 
fielder, however, he shoud practice 
covering as much ground as possible; 
running as, far as possible. 

Any ball. that an outfielder can 
reach easily he should take above his 
waist, his hands even with his face, 
his thumbs pointing toward his face, 
and his palms pointing upward. He 
should allow his hands to give slightly 
to the ball as it drops into them, 

That will seém awkward at first to 
the young player. But it is absolutely 
the safest and surest way to catch a 
fly ball that the outfielder can reach 
easily. All other chances—,the kind 
you have to run on or far to one 
side for, should be taken in just the 
opposite way, the fingers pointing 
away from the body. 

Do Some Mental Work, Too. 

An outfielder should alwavs figure 
before;any ball is hit just where it 
should be played after he makes the 
catch. f‘or.instance, if an opponent 
is on ‘second and tne gardener knows 
he is a fast man and liable to head 
for third if it is a long fly, he shouid 
fet the direction of the three-quarter 
sack fixed in his mind and throw there 
just as soon as he gets the ball. If 
an opponent is on third and not more 
than one out, you should know just 
where the plate is and not hesitate a 
second to throw it thoefrae. 

Never hold the ball after you have 
made a catch if there are men on 
bases. Get into the habit of returning 
it to the infield just as quickly as pos- 
sible, having figured out beforehand 
which infielder should get it. 

Outfielders should always work to- 
gether. They should back up each 
other on ground balls and, in fact, ali 
balls hit between them. The invaria- 
ble rule is that the fielders should 
break for the ball at the crack of the 
dat, running toward one another. The

Try to Prevent Accidents. 

On all long flv balls when the out- 
fielders are laying back for heavy hit- 
ters, the fielder closest to the 
in as cliose to him as possible and 
cotch him.

Outfielders should study the bats- 
men equally hard as pitchers and 
catchers.

Invariably you see a man short in 
stature around short field.

Chopin Lecture Recitals. 

One of the most enjoyable musical 
treats of the early spring was the se- 
ties of Chopin lecture recitals given by 
Miss Edwine Behre at her studio on 
Columbia avenue, and they are re- 
viewed by an appreciative listener as 
follows: 

“Possessing a rare 
gift and at the same 
and scholar’s insight into the works 
of the master of lyric composition, 
Miss Behre’s talks left nothing to be 
desired, either to the student or to the 
man or woman solely tnterested be- 
cause of a love of music. 

“Beginning in the first lecture with 
the life of Frederic Chopin, his 
parentage, its influences and other in- 
fluences governing his short but im- 
portant life, Miss Behre then took the 
preludes, one by one, analyzing them 
through the twenty-four, with illus- 
trations at the piano, showing the har- 
monies and different 
themes that make them 
of the composer. 

“Next came the Etudes, studies, as 
Miss Behre proved, not purely in name 
and to be shuned as we are apt to shun 
all studies, but things of beauty, grace 
and melody beyond comparison. 

“The third lecture took up the two 
Polish National Dances—Mazurkas 
and Polonaises—-their form following 
that of the dance, but showing, in 
treatment, French influence. At the 
last lecture came Nocturnes, Ballads 
and Impromptus, those poetical and 
dramatic compositions that Wwe asso- 
ciate, probably more than all others, 
with Chopin. In addition to the splen- 
did analytical interpretation, many of 
the composer's works were beautifully 
played by Miss Behre, whose exquisite 
touch and artistic feeling have en- 
deared her to the music-loving people 
of Atlanta

The most interesting feature of the 
rehearsals, according to those who 
have witnessed them, is Signor Gatti 
himself, the executive and artistic 
mainspring of al] the activity. 

Outwardly very calm, seldom raising 
his voice above a speaking tone, he has 
a firm grip on every detall. of the 
monumental production, His orders 
are always given in a low musical 
voice, and he refuses to get ruffled, 
ah admirable quality in a man who has 
to contend with all sorts of “artistic 
temperaments.” 

Just as the conductor directs an 
orchestra with a baton, Mr. Gatt! di- 
rects a rehearsal with his shoulders. 
The popular impresario has his shoul- 
ders trained along musical lines, a 
crescendo movement indicating the 
affirmative and a diminuendo shrug 
standing for, the negative. 

It is a source of great gratification 
to Colonel W. L. Peel and the Atlanta 
Music Festival association, that Mr.

AT GETTYSBURG 

Two somewhat discordant, not to say 
unworthy, notes have been heard in 
connection with the joint celebration of 
the fiftieth anniversary of the battle 
of Gettysburg next July by the veter- 
ans of the once opposing armies. Ob- 
jection has been raised by some mem- 
bers of the G. A. R. to the confederates 
wearing thetr gray uniforms, and a 
Philadelphia dispatch says:

Conquering Tuberculosis. 


A timely article on a subject of uni- , 
versal interest is ‘“‘The Economical Ad- } 
ministration of the Crusade Against’ 
Tuberculosis,” by Dr. Lawrence - F. 
Flick, in the April Lippencott’s. 

“For the purpose of stamping out 
tuberculosis, we must place our chief 
reliance upon keeping those who have 
not got tuberculosis from getting it,” | 
says Dr. Flick. “With no new implan- | 
tations, the disease will become ex- 
tinct when all existing cases have re-'§ 
covered or finally succumbed. This! 
can be accomplished by _ scientifig' 
supervision and control of every con- 
tazious for the purpose of pre-|§ 
venting from giving implantation | 
to a new but each case must be 
kept innocuous from the first moment 
that it is contagious until the very 
last. 

“In every case of ulcerative tuber- 
culosis there is a rather long period | 
in Which the contagion is intermittent |! 
and mild; a somewhat shorter period: 

Which it is continuous and mild: 
a still shorter period, usually 
about three months before death, dur- 
ing which it is intensely contagious. 
Protection is of value—and therefore 
important—in propertion to the | 
danger; and the best protection is of 
no value where there is no danger. 

“The great danger incident to the 
last period, when the patient is con- 
fined to the house and usually to bed, 
is due to the fact that he is in an en- 
closure.

ages. Mary Musgrove Matthews 
Bosomworth was born at Coweta town, 
and by the maternal line she descend- 
ed from a sister of the old emperor of 
the Creek nation. Her Indian name 
was Consapnakeeso. When 7 years of 
age she was brought by her father 
from the Indian nation to Pamponno, 
which is now Ponpon, tin South Caro- 
lina, and there baptized, educated and 
instructed in the principles of Chris- 
tianity. The yatter she came near los- 
in~ after embarking on a third matri- 
monial voyege. The influence of her 
last husband, Thomas Bosomworth, an 
Episcopal clergyman, was altogether 
bad, and she died not only distrusted 
by the whites, but by her own people.

prehensions of a most serious charac- 
ter. 

Coweta had her romances as well as 
her councils and wars. There was no 
tribe among all the powerful nation 
of the Creeks who boasted of their 
‘prowess before a Cusseta or a Coweta. 
They were not friends, for who of 
those proud Redmen would bend be- 
fore the acknowledged superiority of 
others? “It may be a small matter 
from which their jealousy sprung, but 
the tiny thing had been cherished till 
‘a serpent like hatred hissed at the 
sound of the other’s name.” Among 
/the Cowata’s was Young Eagle, the 
proud scion of their warrior chief, who 
loved the daughter of the chief of the 
Cussetas. “Mohina no longer dared to 
‘meet the young chief openly, and death 
faced them when they sat in a lons, 
wild trysting place ‘neath the starry 
‘blazonry of midnight’s dark robe.” 
The tragic death of Young Eagle and 
'Mohina gave to Georgia one of her 
quaintest Indian legends, ‘Lover's 
Leap.” On a high, rugged cliff on the 
Chattahoochee river, almost in sight 
of Columbus, this romantic place is 
| designated. 

After the sighing of the first treaty 
at Savannah the [Indians became dis- 
satisfied and.divided inte two parties, 
one of which was friendly to the 
whites, and the other hostile and un- 
willing to concede their lands and Dbe- 
came angry and suspicious of many 
of their own people as well as the 
white settlers. The second treaty, 
signed in Georgia, was at Coweta, on 
August 21, 1739. This treaty of peace 
and friendship was made between 
General Oglethorpe and the chiefs of 
the Creeks, Cherokees and ChicKa- 
saws. It was merely an agreement on 
the part of the Creeks to Keep peace 
with England during the troubles with 
‘Spain, and a recognition on the part 
of the other tribes of the Creek claim 
to all the land lying between the Sa- 
vannah and St. Johns rivers, and ex- 
tending west to the Appalachee bay 
and the mountains. Fort Mitchell, the 
‘stronghold of Coweta, was situated on 
‘the west bank of the Chattahoochee 
‘just below Columbus, This fort played 
an important part in various Indian 
wars, and was especially built for the 
'protection of the white settlers living 
near the Chattahoochee and Flint 
rivers. Men of note in Georgia history 
were at different times stationed here. 

In 1818-14 the federal government 
called for a levy of Georgia troops 
commanded by General John Floyd. 
Major Joel Crawford, of Columbia 
county, in writing of this famous 
Georgian said: “I never knew a more 
intrepid soldier, but the distin- 
guishing element of General Floyd's 
character was. a genuine devotion to 
the interests and honor of his country, 
patriotism was the master passion of 
his noble heart. Under the command 
of this accomplished officer, a gallant 
army of 3,600 men, chiefly volunteers, 
detailed from the body of the eGorgia 
militia, was ordered ,to invade the 
country of the Muscogee or Creek. In- 
'dians, a numerous and warlike nation 
of savages, and the faithful aliies of 
Britain." General Floyd never missed 
an opportunity of encountering the 
enemy, although at times great dis- 
tances had to be traversed before the 
hostile towns could be reached. 

Having completed the construction 
'of Fort Mitchell, General Floyd le@ a 
Ito attack of 900 troops and hastened 


to attack the towng of the Creeks on 
'the Chattahochie river. Ags soon as 
la very moderate supply of provisions 
and transportation was furnished, Gen- 
eral Floyd marched into the Creek set- 
i'tlement ready for war or peace, but 
‘peace had no dwelling place in the 
hearts of the Redmen at Coweta, Au- 
'tossee, 'Tallasee and Chalibee, where 
‘important Indian battles were fought. 
The writer of this ‘article has been 
accorded the privilege of inserting a 
letter written by General Floyd nearl) 
'a hundred years ago that tells of an 
approaching attack to be made near 
Coweta. The letters were written by 
General Floyd to his granddaughter, 
Miss Mary H. Floyd, who lived at Fair- 
Camden county, Georgia 
Camp Five Miles Southwest of Flint 
River, November 18, 1813.—Unwilling, 
my dear Mary, that you should sup- 
pose for a moment that any situation

The Georgia branch of the National 
Congress of Mothers and Parent-Teach- 
er associations is doing so much pro- 
gressive work along such broad lines 
that the public has grown more and 
more interested in its activities. To 
better serve that public as well as to 
further its own Interests, a permanent 
department for this organization has 
been established in The Constitution, 
and is making its initial appearance 


this morning. 

There are now nineteen Parent- 
Teacher association clubs in Atlanta, 
the last having been organized on 
March 21 at the Lee street school, with 
165 women present. As is customary 
when a club is about to be formed, ths 
members are brought together by the 
announcement of a lecture, which, in 
this instance, was delivered by Dr. 
Charles E. Boynton, the subject being 
“The Relation of Mother to Child.” 

This is the title of lecture No. 1, 
which Is one of a series of five which 
have already been arranged by the of- 
ficers of the Georgia branch of the 
National Mothers’ Congress and Par- 
ent-Teacher associations to be deliver- 
ed before the various clubs of the city 
by several prominent physicians. The 
general subject—‘The Relation of 
Mether to Child’’—is subdivided into 
three heads: (a) Physiology of Preg- 
nancy; (b) Parental Influences; (c) 
Laws of Heredity, and the physicians 
who have consented to deliver this le:- 
ture are Drs. S. A. VisanskKa, Charles 
E. Boynton, R. R. Kime, W. F. Shallea- 
berger, Fred G. Hodgson and Cyrus W. 
Strickler. Lecture No. 2 has already 
been given this season before the Par- 
ent-Teacher Neighborhood clubs of the 
following schools: Calhoun Street, W. 
F. Slaton, North Avenue and Lee 
Street. 

Interest in the Parent-Teacher Neigh- 
borhood clubs has grown to such an 
extent, so many new clubs having been 
formed, that it has become necessary 
to create an office—that of city or- 
ganizer—to meet the demand for or- 
ganization, and Mrs. Hamilton Douglas 
is filling the position. Organizaticn 
throughout the state has grown cor- 
respondingly, and to facilitate the 
forming ef new clubs Miss Mary Coi- 
lins has been appointed state organ!i- 
zer. Miss Collins has already visited 
Columbus, Americus, Macon and Au- 
gusta in the interest of this work and 
reports fine progress. 

The first donation for the further- 
ance of the state work was recently 
made by Mrs. Hugh Richardson, whs 
gave the Georgia branch $100, and it is 
hoped that this will soon be augmented 
by other gifts. ©

Aims of Georgia Branch. 


It is the desire of the Georgia Branch 
of the National Congress of Mothers 
to form in each school district 
throughout the state a club composed 
of the citizens of that district to be 
known as the Parent-Teacher Neigh- 
borhood Club of Georgia Congress of 
Mothers, making the school the com- 
mon center for the improvement of lu- 
cal conditions. 

The purpose of forming such a club 
is to raise the standard of home life 
and to promote the welfare of the 
child, to increase the understanding 
and sympathy of those having the re- 
sponsibllity of children and by co-oper- 
ating to make effectual all efforts 
towards educational, civic, social, hy- 
gienic and moral betterment in the 

hborhood. : 
nee orxaniané of such a club should 
consult the principal of the school as 


to the best methods of reaching the | 


residents in the neighborhood, also to 
ascertain as far as possible the imme- 
diate needs of that particular center. 

For the purpose of bringing the 
neighborhood together, that such a 
club may be organized—a lecture upon 
some subject of commoninterest may 
be given at the schoolhouse. At the 
close of the lecture the leader should 
proceed to form a permanent organi- 
zation under the name of Parent- 
Teacher Neighborhood club of the 
Georgia Congress of Mothers. 

The officers should be chosen from 


the local members, keeping the dues 
within easy reach of every one in the 
district. 

Vhen the organization is complete 
each neighborhood club should join the 
State and National Congress of Moth- 
ers by sending to the state treasurer 
the dues, 10 cents per capita, together 
with a list of names and addresses of 
all members of the local organization. 

It is important t. . these neigh- 
borhood clubs should promptly affilie 
ate with the State and Nauvnal vVun- 
gress in order that they may at once 
be strengthened by the co-operation. 

Each local organization having af- 
filiated with the state and national ore 
ganization is entitied to send deiegates 
to the annual convention of the State 
and National congress. 

In cities having more than one 
Parent-Teacher Neighborhood club, a 
council composed of the president and 
officers of the local clubs and the prin- 
Gipals will be held once every three 
months, for the purpose of co-ordinat- 
ing the work in order that all effort 
may be toward the advancement of 
child welfare as a whole.

The testi- 
mony is that numberless children have had 
to be refused treatment looking to a cer- 
tain cure, or sent home only half-cured, 
for the simple reason that there was not 
money enough to pay their boarding or 
hospital expenses.

Here is where the screening ordi- 
nance gives protection. It is at least a par- 
tial barrier against the flies originating in 
those parts of the city which do not per- 
sistently respect the laws touching the dis- 
posal or covering of garbage, compost 
heaps, etc. 

The one iron-bound insurance from the 
typhoid fly is to starve him. The one way 
to accomplish this is to shield every muck- 
heap in which he can breed, then cover 
every substance which he can make his com- 
missariat. Until the thousands of earth- 
closets in Atlanta, and the other thousands 
of residents who neglect the laws are, the 
one closed up and the other forced to re- 
spect the ordinances, there will be immi- 
nent danger from typhoid. The best protec- 
tion of the non-combatant, so to speak, or 
the family that is in all good faith observing 
the laws, is the screen. The few dollars 
spent in installing them may save life and 
efficiency later on. 


, A HERO IN A DAY. 


The man who, above all others, did most 
to relieve the horrors of the flood situation 
in Dayton faces a prison sentence for vio- 
lation of the anti-trust laws. The flood 
itself offers many large and little dramas. 
None of them approximate in sweep of con- 
trast the personal drama of John H. Patter- 
son, president of the National Cash Regis- 
ter company, with its headquarters and 
tremendous plant in the devastated city. 
With the hounds of the government baying 
at his heels and the humiliation of possible 
imprisonment casting its shadow over him, 
l.e developed into the greatest and most 
achieving figure of the Dayton tragedy. He 
forgot the indictment against him to hear 
and answer the call of humanity. 

Curiously enough, the verdict was re- 
turned against Mr. Patterson just a few 
days before the unleashing of the waters. 
With the merits of the charge we have noth- 
ing to do. Many of the government’s pro- 
cedures in this class of cases have turned 
out to be farces, and that is not to recall 
the legal presumption of innocence until 
guilt is proven. That aside, it is unques- 
tioned that the courage, the self-sacrifice 
and the public spirit displayed in a great 
crisis by Mr. Patterson will weigh heavily 
in his favor at the tribunal of popular sen- 
timent through any subsequent develop- 
ments in the federal prosecution. 

For it is, incontestibly, to his initiative 
and resourcefulness that hundreds of the 
people of Dayton owe their lives, and 
thousands more the amelioration of their 
lot through the grim days that followed the 
flood’s first sweep. The moment the dimen- 
sions of the disaster became apparent, Mr. 
Patterson offered his personal services, 
those of his great staff and the facilities 
of his plant to the work of rescue. Know- 

g his unusual executive capacity, Dayton 
instinctively turned to him in the hour of 
need, and he was made chairman of the 
committee that handled the situation before 
aid could penetrate from the outside. In 
his shops was improvised the first flotilla 
of boats—ten an hour, in some instances— 
that fought their way through the waters 
and rescued hundreds of imperiled men, 
women and children. His great factories 
were thrown open to refugees and was at 
all times thronged with persons who were 
sheltered, clothed and fed. It was his 
genius that organized the measures for law 
and order, and that kept anarchy from rul- 
ing the terrified community. 

Day and night, without sleep or pause, 
he gave himself freely to the task of relief 
Whatever the final outcome of the suit 
against him, national opinion will be lenient 
toward a man with such vast and construc- 
tive traits of unselfish usefulness.

PROGRESS THAT COUNTS. 


Nothing less than an epoch in the ma- 
terial history of the southern negro is com- 
prised in the organization and chartering, 
by Comptroller General Wright, of the 
Standard Life Insurance company, with H. 
E. Perry as president, and representative 
negroes throughout the south on its board 
of trustees. The company is the first old 
line organization in the world organized 
by negroes to do business among negroes. 
Organized with a capital of $100,000, its 
promotion expenses were only 8 per cent, 
and its total organization expenses only 2 
per cent. Even these costs were paid out 
of the premiums upon its paid in stock sub- 
scriptions, the sale of the stock realizing 
$138,000. -During, its as yet brief history 
it has already written policies to the 
amount of $400,000. 

The final test of the company’s worth 
is that it qualified for a license under the 
new insurance laws of the state, among the 
most drastic in America. This means that 
the company bears the state’s sovereign ap- 
proval as a bona fide, responsible organ!- 
zation, without a taint of “blue sky.” Com- 
pleting the guarantees of the company’s 
solvency is its action of depositing in the 
state treasury $100,000 worth of gilt-edged 
Georgia municipal bonds. 

It is initiative and achievement of this 
nature that counts most heavily in the 
progress of the negro race. And it is the 
sort of progress that the white people of 
the south are glad to aid, as is proven by 
the large file of letters of indorsement re- 
ceived by the trustees of this new company 
from many of the south’s most prominent 
business men.

TEACHERS TO THE FRONT 


By Wightman F. Melton, of Emory 
College. 


Who’s the president of the United States 


of America? A teacher. 

Who's the secretary of agriculture? <A 
teacher. 

Who has just declined the ambassadorship 
to England? A teacher. 

“Who's who, and how 
where and everywhere 
teacher. 

The teacher was a long while coming to 
his own, but when he did arrive, he got here! 

There was a time when the teacher was 
sexton, grave-digger, village gardener, boot- 
mender, and what not, in connection with 
teaching the young idea how to shoot. To- 
day education {s the most popular thing go- 
ing; teachers are not so far apart; there are 
more schools, colleges and universities, and 
better schools, colleges and universities, and 
there is general unity of action and senti- 
ment on the subject. 

Bill Nye taught partly because he needed 
the money, and partly because he had heard 
that {t was the route to the presidency. Poor 
fellow, he missed the presidency and got 
only $18 a month of the money. 

Very few teachers are rich now, but they 
are no longer a scattered band of paupers, 
tramps and beggars, and while many of them 
lack college and university training, they 
are generally well informed and highly re- 
spectable. Some of them are the most ad- 
vanced thinkers on vital, current issues. 

The preacher and the doctor have held 
full sway for centuries. All hatfl to their 
noble line, but is it not a fact that soul and 
body were treated for centuries, while the 
mind was, in some large measure, being neg- 
lected? Henceforth the rightful proprietor 
of the psychical {s to have his place. 

In the best magazines and newspapers we 
frequently see the wares of the teacher. His 
voice is heard in legislature and congress. 
No longer is he the one-idealed social favor- 
ite at an evening party, or at a revival, but 
he has leaped head-first into the circle of 
the powerful and the great. 

Is the position ocoupled by the Hon. M. L. 
Brittain less important than that of his ex- 
cellency, Governor Brown? Compare the 
empires of the two. Brown's people make 
Plans that the high school boys of Georgia 
may either accept and confirm, or knock to 
smithereens, inside of ten years. 

The teacher has had to fight his way to 
the front. Shalmaneser would not know his 
descendants. Shyneers would be lost. Does 
it not seem but fair that the teacher, after 
having served his day and generation as the 
power behind the throne, should now become, 
in America, the very royal throne itself! 

All Look to Teacher. 

The politician, the merchant, the editor, 
the preacher, the lawyer, the farmer and all 
the balance of them, look to the teacher for 
the education and training of their children. 
The universal demand ts for liberally edu- 
cated, professionally trained teachers, and 
the cry is “Away with the f{gnoramus who 
would presume to train my child.” 

To the teacher belongs only a part of the 
honor for the revolution which has brought 
about the elevation of the profession of 
teaching. Indeed, until recently, it was still 
referred to asa trade. Benefaction and state 
liberality opened the way for normal schools, 
and other colleges, and these, in turn, have 
popularized free schools everywhere. Teach- 
ing, that used to be a stepping stone for 
young people, or a makeshift for older peo- 
ple temporarily out of employment, has now 
become a real profession. Educational liter- 
ature has passed from the “Leonard and Ger- 
trude,” ‘“‘Hoosier School Master” type to the 
genuinely scientific and logical.. 

Since much has been said, and may yet be 
said, to the contrary notwithstanding, teach- 
ing now offers some financial inducement. 
Quite a number of city superintendents get 
more than the governors .of their states. 
Even the country teacher, who often feels 
that he is poorly paid, probably handles more 
cash that he can call his own than does the 
average of his agricultural patrons. 

One of the most hopeful signs of the times 
is that public sentiment will not allow a 
teacher to become a fossil, or to go to seed. 
Vigorous thought is poked under his very 
nose in the form of institutes, summer 
schools, literature, ete., and he who declines 
to take advantage of the opportunities of- 
fered, must either resign, or lie down and dle.

Should Own Our Embassies. 


(From Washington Dispatch to The New 


York Times.) 


Representative Hal D. Flood, chairman of 
the house committee on foreign affairs, said 
that he shared to the fullest extent the views 
of President Wilson. “The failure of the 
government in previous years to bulld em- 
bassy and legation buildings abroad con- 
tributes and has contributed to this undesir- 
able situation. 

“To correct this situation congress passed 
the act of February 13, 1911, which author- 
ized the secretary of state to acquire in for- 
eign countries such sites and buildings as 
may be appropriated for by congress for the 
use of the diplomatic and consular establish- 
ments of the United States or to alter, repair 
and furnish them, suitable buildings for this 
purpose to be either bought or erected, as the 
secretary of state may deem best, and all 
buildings so acquired for the diplomatic 
service to be used both as residences of the 
diplomatic officials and for the offices of the 
diplomatic establishment. 

“Under that act not more than $500,000 
shall be spent in any one fiscal year under 
the authorization made. In submitting esti- 
mates of appropriation to the secretary of 
the treasury for transmission to the house 
of representatives the act of 1911 requires 
the secretary of state to set forth a limit of 
cost for the acquisition of sites and buflda- 
ings, and for the construction, alteration, 
repair and furnishings of buildings at each 
place in which the expenditure is proposed, 
which limit of cost must not exceed the sum 
of $150,000 in any one place, and which limit 
is not to be exceeded in any case, under the 
express terms of the legation building law, 
except by new and express authorization by 
congress. 

“No appropriation, I regret to say, has yet 
been made under authority of the act of 1911 
for the construction of legation buildings 
abroad. On July 27, 1912, I reported favor- 
ably from the house foreign affairs commit- 
tee a bill carrying an appropriation of $15,- 
000 for the erection of an embassy building

Increases in salaries for ambassadors is 
opposed as setting a precedent for raises in 
other branches of the federal service, and 
by state and municipal governments as well. 

Benjamin Franklin went to France and 
represented this country with signal ability, 
making himself tremendously popular de- 
spite the fact that he carried his American 
simplicity with him, and In the midst of an 
extravagant court, adhered to his plain man- 
ner of living. 

If there are any Benjamin Franklins to- 
day Mr. Wilson would like to have them 
write him at No. 1600 Pennsylvania avenue, 
this city. 

Each of our six ambassadors receives 
$17,500, out of which he must pay house 
rent, clerical hire and all the expenses inci- 
dent to the upkeep of his official residence 
and occasional entertainments. Whitelaw 
Reid, our former ambassador to Great 
Britain, received this salary, and is esti- 
mated to have spent $75,000 a year while in 
London. 

The British ambassador to Washington 


gets $50,000 a year, and an extra allowance ,@ 


for rents and tncidentals. The French am- 
bassador gets $40,000 and also an allowances 
for incidentals. 

Senator Bacon Would Lease Butidings. 


Senator Bacon, of Georgia, chairman of 
the foreign relations committee of the sen- 
ate, approves of having this country buy 
or lease legation and embassy buildings 
abroad. In the public bulldinmgs bill of 1911 
there was a provision for $500,000 to be ex- 
pended annually to acquire such buildings 
in the principal capitals of Europe. A limi- 
tation of $150,000 was placed upon the cost 
of any one site and building. 

The secretary of state found that $150,- 
000 was not enough to cover the cost of a 
suitable building in a proper location in 
London, Berlin, Paris, Rome, Vienna or St. 
Petersburg. In these cities land is ter- 
rifically costly. However, he recommended 
four purchases in other capitals, but con- 
gress refused to give the money. 

In the United States public buildings 
costing from $60,000 to $10,000 are erected in 
towns having from 10,000 to 25,000 people, 
and where the cost of the land is a small 
item. 

Those who are interested in having our 
diplomatists appear in a creditable light 
abroad are urging that if $250,000,000 can 
be spent in eleven years for building build- 
ings at. home, $500,000 might reasonably be 
spent to acquire embassy and legation build- 
ings abroad. 

It was largely through the activity of 
Senator Bacon that the home of the Amerit- 
can minister at Constantinople was pur- 
chased. 

“TI have heretofore advocated in the sen- 
ate and voted in favor of purchasing suit- 
able homes for our foreign representatives, 
and T expect to do so tn future,” said Senator 
Bacon. 

“In my opinion, not only should an am- 
bassador or minister be provided with a 
house suitable itn each instance in character 
of construction and appointment, 
should be required by law to reside in it 
so that if a rich man should be appointed to 
the position he could not rent a palace and 
set a pace that his successor could not fol- 
low unless he were a rich man.”

A strong and what is believed will 
be a successful movement to secure a 
new building for the English Commer- 
cial high school is now under way. 
City and school officials have taken 
the matter up in earnest. An appro- 
priation of $75,000 is asked for and 
every possible pressure’ will be 
brought to bear upon the finance-com- 
mittee: of council to make the appro- 
priation in the June apportionment 
sheet or sooner if possible.

Acting With the Superintendent. 

Mayor Woodward, Mayor Pro Tem. 
Warrem and W. G, Humphrey, chair- 
man of the council finance committee, 
are acting with Superintendent Slaton 
to secure the necessary appropriation. 
Every member of council who has in- 
vestigated the situation admits that 
the matter is urgent. 

From every direction pressure is be- 
ing brought to bear on council mem- 
bers so as to line up a majority vote 
in favor of this new training school 
for girls, and there ts an almost unanl- 
mous belief that the new English 
Commercial high school will mitigate 
the evils of the minimum wage and 
the working girl's problems by equip- 
ing stenographers, bookkeepers, millin- 
ers and dressmakers. There will be a 
complete vocational course, including 
domestic science, in the new school. 

Mayor Woodward who has enlisted 
as one of the leaders in the movement 
for a new English Commercial high, 
says: 

‘“T am as strongly in favor of a new 
building as I ever was. It {s a much 
needed improvement, and I tried to set 
aside the crematory and apply the dif- 
ference for the school. If I had my 
way we would have a better crematory 
for less money, and we would have a 
decent vocational training school for 
girls besides. If the finances of the 
city are to be tied up on moral obliga- 
tions this is something we owe to the 
girls of Atlanta. A new school should 
be built and it Is a shame that Atlanta 
girls should be kept in such a place 
as the present English Commercial 
high scho9ol.” 

A recent visit of several members 
of the finance committee to the school 
disclosed conditions even worse than 
Mayor Woodward described. lLocat24 
below the street level and under the 
viaduct, with all the noise and dirt 
from that source to contend with, and 
with the smoke and scot and noise 
from the railroad on the other side, 
housed in two dilapidated and aban- 
doned dwellings, is Atlanta’s commer- 
efal high school for girls. 

What the Superintendent Says. 

“The building is wholly inadequate,” 
said Superitendent Slaton, and his re- 
port sets forth the needs of the school. 
IIe said: “The rooms are so small and 
crowded that when girls are sent to 
the board in one of our senior classes 
the girls nearest the board must va- 
cate desks to make room for those 
sent to the board. This room was a 
kitchen formerly. In it, in a space 14 
feet by 15 feet, 21 girls must sit five 
hours a day. Through this room there 
waste pipe from the 
washstand and toilets that are in the 
room above. It does not take a 
plumbing expert to insist that this is 
not sanitary. It is not even decent.

She crashed 
through the glass and would have 
fallen from the second story, had not 
one of the other girls caught her. 
Nothing but a great quantity of hair 
saved the girl from being cut severely 
about the head. These stairs must be 
used for fire drills. Think what 
might happen in case of fire. The 
principal’s office is 4 feet by 6 feet. 
There is no room for even a filing 
cabinet, and a chance visttor must be 
asked to rise when a door is to be 
opened or closed. There is no rest 
room provided for teachers or pupils. 
Often we have three or four girls sent 
to the library. Even the spacious (7?) 
office of the principal has had to be 
converted tnto a hospital. 

Debris and Trash in Playgrounds. 

“A vacant lot back of the church 
half filled with debris and trash is the 
playground. The present curiculum 
includes French, English, history, 
arithmetic, commercial geography, 
stenography, typewriting, bookkeep- 
ing, spelling, penmanship, hygiene, 
music and ethics. This course pre- 
pares the girls for life. They are 
warned of the pitfalls which await 
the working girl who is not on her 
guard. They are impressed with lofty 
ideas and high ideals, and actuated by 
a noble zeal. Many of them are train- 
ing to support decrepit fathers or 
aged widowed mothers. The demand 
for graduates far exceeds the supply. 
Already the principal, Mrs, Annie T. 
Wise, has several applications on file 
from some leading firms, and requests 
asking us to ‘reserve’ our graduates. 
The new school must meet the demand

that it be vocational. We must add 
domestic science, cutting, fitting, sew- 
ing and millinery as separate courses. 
In that way the girl who is not to 
become a business woman will be 
trained in the arts that will fit her 
for home, that will enable her to 
make her own clothes and hats, as 
well as those of other members of her 
family. Then our vocational school 
will fit the girl for other occapuations 
besides office work, and such a school 
will be eminently worth while.” . 

Mr. Slaton concludes his report with 
a tribute to Mrs. Annie T. Wise, prin- 
cipal of the English Commercial high 
school, and an appreciation of her un- 
tiring efforts in behalf of the girls.

The Speakable Turk. 


(H. G Dwight, in The Aprik Atlantic.) 

I must confess that I am at heart a 
friend of the Turk. It may be mere- 
ly association. I have Known him 
many years. But there is about him 
something which I cannot help Ik- 


ing—a simplicity, a manliness, a diene 


ty. I like his fondness for water, an 

flowers, and green meadows, and 
spreading trees. I like his love of 
children. I like his perfect manners. 
I like his sobriety. I like his pa- 
tience. I like the way he faces death. 
One of the things I like most about 
him is what has been most his undoing 
—his lack of any commercial instinct. 
I like, too, what no one has much no- 
ticed, the artistic side of him. I do 
not Know Turkish enough to appreci- 
ate his literature, and his religion for- 
bids him—or he imagines it does—to 
engage in the plastic arts. But in 
architecture and certain forms of dec- 
oration he has created a school of 
his own. It is not only that the Turk- 
ish quarter of any Anatolian town is 
more picturesque than the others; the 
old palace of the sultans in Constanti- 
nople, certain old houses I have seen, 
the mosques, the theological schools, 
the tombs, the fountains, of the Turks, 
are an achievement which deserves a 
more serious study than has been 
given it. You may tell me that these 
things are not Turkish, because they 
were modled after Byzantine originals 
Or because Greeks and Perstans had 
much to do with building them. But 
I shall answer that every architecture 


was derived from another, in days not!

There are fully 2,000 indigent boys 
and girls in Georgia in whose making 
the “hand of the potter shook.” Two! 
thousand little men and women who 
face life’s dawn not with the birthright 
of straight, sinewy, supple bodies, but 
with feet twisted, arms and legs knot- 
ted and gnarled, and the crooked and 
bent spine that is the badge of the

How It Works. 

Only the surgeons in Atlanta—and 
there are few enough of them—who 
treat this class of cases, know how piti- 
ful is the need foreitherstate or public 
aid. They think of these 2,000 crippled 
children in the mountain fastnesses 
or the remote rural districts who 
might, easily, be pruned or molded 
into normal men and women, but who,

Why Atlanta?

In other states in the north and 
west this combined surgical and gocio- 
logical problem has been successfully 
handled only in the big cities of these 
states. 

Here is documentary evidence 
straight from surgical files, with 
photographs showing each case be- 
fore and after treatment. Average 
cases cover from two months to a 
year in treament, and these here giv- 
en are typical. 

Documentary Evidence. 

Case No. 1. ,Cc. LL B.—This child was 
brought to the city from a little ham- 
let in the mountains. There were a 
number of other children in the fam- 
ily.

A part of the expenses were paid by 
this friend, but a small part of it, 
and, but for the charity of the hos- 
pitals mentioned and the charity of 
the surgeons, this child would have 
been doomed to go through Hfe with 
a horrible deformity, where as now 
his feet are straight. 

Case No. 2, W. H—This child haa 
a destructive infection of the large 
bone of the leg below the knee. The 
father was a poor cropping farmer. 
He ran away and left the mother de- 
pendent upon her own resources. The 
anxious mother brought the child to 
Atlanta for attention. In two opera- 
tions, during a period of time ex- 
tending over about six months the 
child’s leg was straightened to the 
degree shown in the photographs, and 
hospital expenses, but the child had 
she has a good limb to stand upon. 
The mother could hardly keep body 
and soul, together, and during this 
period of*%time the chilld was cared 
for by the Grady hospital and partly 
by the Home of the Friendless. There 
was no one in the family to pay the 
the good fortune to receive this at- 
tention free at the institutions men- 
tioned above, and thig deformity was 


had-had infantile paralysis, which had 
paralyzed some of the muscles of the 
leg, with deformities seen. in photo-' 
graphs.

Case No. 4, M. C. This child lived 
in Atlanta. The parents were not 
able to pay the expenses of the chfld’s 
treatment. The correction of the de- 
formity was accomplished in the de- 
partment of the Grady hospital which 
has to do with this kind of work. The 
child was terribly deformed; now her 
feet and Iimbs are straight. 
These illustrations are selected from 
avery large number of cases, and are 
fairly typical of the surgical and 
sociological features involved in this 
problem. Georgia teems with cases 
like these, barred from recovery from 
the lack of a few dollars. There 
are a number of these children whose 
deformities can be very rapidly cor- 
rected, requiring perhaps only. se 
month's stay in the hospital, and -the 
parent is able to pay a very limited 
sum of money for its support while 
in the hospital. Cases like this can 
be handled under the present condi- 
tions because it does -take only forty 
dollars a month to support a child in 
the hospital. But there are children 
brought here that require a much 
longer period of time to benefit them; 
some eight or ten months or a year. 
It is not the duty of the oity hos- 
pitals of Atlanta under the present 
conditions, and these conditions are 
just, to support free patients brought 
in from other towns. When a child 
comes whose problem requires a long 
period of time for correction, he is 
precluded from receiving treatment. 
It is pathetic to have to send a child 
home with tuberculosis of the spine, 
knowing he will grow worse, or to 
send away a child who cannot stand 
from infantile paralysis, who, if he 
could stay for a sufficient length of 
time, might be enabled to stand and 
walk,

of 2,000 crippled children to face life 
unhampered. It would mean that the 
marvelous restorative surgery of our 
day, which transplants and corrects 
and remolds and reshapens in a man- 
ner of which the average person has 
never even heard, will turn these lit- 
tle defectives into straight-standing 
men and women, into producers in- 
stead of possible charges or, at least, 
into ‘men and women capable of im- 
measureably increasing their earn- 
ings and of going through life with- 
out a lasting difigurement. 

The question is, what will the peo- 
ple of Atlanta, the people of Georgia, 
do with the préposition?

Instead of serving any commercial 
purpose, the disposal of the slag has 
rather become @ great problem. Small 
quantities are consumed in the manu- 
facture of cement, brick and mineral 
wool, and large quantities for roofing 
materials, road building, and railroad 
ballast, but the vast bulk of the slag 
produced in this country is thrown 
away and is of no use to any one 

In the vicinity of many of the big 
Plants all the space available for 
dumping purposes hag been utilized, 
and -.in to. dispose of molten 
slag a haul of half a mile or more 
is frequently necessarily. 

Much Used in Germany. 

In foreign countries, particularly 
Germany, where the iron ores used are 
high in phosphorus and the basic Bes- 
semer process for the manufacture of 
steel is largely used, the slag produced 
is rich in phosphoric acid and there- 
fore finds a ready market as a ferti- 
lizer. 

he dron ores used in this country, 
however, with the exception of some 
found tn North Georgia and Alabama, 
are very low' in phosphorus and conse- 
quently give slags containing ag a 
rule, considerably less than 1 per cent. 
of phosphoric acid. 

The three processes chiefly used in 
this country for the manufacture of 
steel are the acid open-hearth method, 
the basic open-hearth and the acid 
Bessemer process, The basic Besse- 
mer process, which was devised for 
the putpose of handling ores high in 
phosphorus, is but little used in the 
United States. 

It is only by the two basic processes 
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order

that phosphorus is eliminated from 
the iron. These processes depend en, 
the addition of large quantities of: 
lime or limestone to slag off the im- 
purities. Lime, having a great affin- 
ity for phosphorus, seizes this ele- 
ment, producing highly basic phos- 
Phatic compounds of solid solutions. 

There are thousands upon thousands 
of tons of this basic slag produced an- 
nually at Ensley, Alabama, and its 
disposition, unless something recently 
has been done, is, and ,was long ago, 
a serious source of worry. 

The bulletin then describes at some 
length the various processes which 
have been tried with more or less 
success of enriching the slags and 
points out the Scheiber patent (Ger- 
man) as being the most adaptable for 
use in this country. It consists of 
adding lime to the converter at twv 
Stages of the biow. The first slag 
run-off contains a very high percent- 
age of phosphoric acid (sometimes as 
high as 24 per cent), while the slag 
Ppreduced from the second addition of 
lime is used over again in reducing 
the next change of iron. The bulletin 
declares this an excellent plan, which 
could, no doubt, be economically prac- 
ticed in thig country, since our sup- 
Ply of highly phosphatic limestone is 
practically inexhaustible, but also says 
that it will be difficult to overcome 
the prejudice against any procedure 
in which a phosphorus-bearing sub- 
Stance is added to the bath. 

Potash From Feldspar. 

It also points out a method of us- 
ing feldspar, enormous quantities of 
which is in this country and which 
only requires a cheap method of ex- 
tracting the potash to render them 
available for fertilizer purposes. 

There is in the slag produced at 
steel works, says the bulletin, an im- 
mense amount of heat energy which 
daily wasted, As the slag flows 
like syrup from the furnaces ané@ 
converters at a temperature of 1,800 
degrees C., it is in excellent condi- 
tion for dissolving either siliceous or 
basic minerals. It was with a view 
to utllizing this amount of waste 
energy to convert the phosphoric 


is 


acid and potash of phosphorites, phos- 
phatic limestone and feldspar into 
available form that the experiments 
were undertaken. 

The bulletin then gives the results 
of various experiments of different 
Slags and minerals. The results of 
these experiments leads it to declare 
that the cost of the manufacture of 
slag containing both potash and phos- 
Phoric acid would be but little great- 
er than the actual cost of the raw 
materials plus the freight, and, of 
course, without imperiling the quality 
of the steels made or the quantity 
produced. As in this process. the 
feldspar and phosphorus rock is added 
to the molten slag. 


FARMING IS ADVANCED 
IN VICINITY OF ALBANY

Albany, Ga. March 29.—<(Special.)— 
Farmers, in the Albany district say 
that on the whole farming operations 


in this section of the state are further 
advanced than they have ever been 
in mid March. Usually at this period 
spring weather showg nothing like 
the forwardness which it has shown 
this year, and in spite of the fact that 
operations have been hampered by 
rain, they are remarkably far ad- 
vanced. 

Last week hundreds of acres of 
cantaloupes in the immediate vicinity 
of Albany were seeded, and under 
normal conditions the crop ig expected 
to be the earliest in history. There 
ig some fear that the seed will rot, 
but fais weather during the coming 
week will relieve this danger. Water- 
melons will be correspondingly early. 


A ‘00d many farmerg have already 


put corn into the ground, and some 
cotton would also have been planted 
during the past week had conditions 
been slightly more favorable. With 
fair skies this week planting will be 
general throughout this section of the 
state. Many farmers are anticipating 
the coming of the boll weevil, which 
is expected to reach the Albany dis- 
trict in 1914, and will gee how early 
they can mature cotton this year. They 
are planting the early varieties, and 
will follow the methods of cultivation 
suggested under boll weevil, condi- 
tions. 

There will be some increase of corn 
acreage in this section this year, and 
a normal acreage will be given to cot- 
ton. The appeal for crop diversifica- 
tion seems not to have fallen on deaf 
ears, and practically all farmers are 
going in largely for staple food crops 
this season. On the whole, the outlook 
is mose encouraging, and with a 
normal] season it will prove an ex- 
ceptionally good crop year. 


FARMERS OF LAURENS |. 
DOING BETTER PLOWING 


Dublin, Ga., March 29.—(Special.)— 
There has been little if any planting 
done in Laurens county. A little corn 
has been put in within the past two 
weeks, but not enough to say that 
planting has begun.

KEEN DESCRIBES HIS 
VISIT TO KIRKLAND

Editor Constitution Firing Line. 

Dear Sir: Last Sunday it was my 
pleasure tu visit Dave Kirkland, of Red 
Seal shoe fame, at his home on Laks 
Weir. 

Dave has reclaimed five thousand 
acres of land by changing the course 
of the Oclawena river tifteen miles 
by dredging a canal five miles long 
and then closing up the old river bed 
and diverting the water through the 
canal. This leaves the old bed for 
a drain avross his Island Prairie into 
which he has one hundred miles of 
lateral ditches, checkerboarding th93 
prairie and making hig land thigh and 
dry.

Traveling Salesman Is “Guy Who Put ‘Biz’ in Business” 


BY JOHN BRATTON, of Atlanta, 
Secretary Retall Merchants’ Association of Georgia and Editor of 
The Southern Merchant. 


The three most important links in 
the chain of commerce are the whole- 
Baler, the traveling salesman and the 
retailer. The wholesaler stands next 
to the manufacturer, and is the medi- 
um for the economical distribution of 
his product. Without the wholesaler 
the manufacturer would find it much 
more difficult and expensive to dispose 
of his goods and, as a result, there 
would be less incentive to engage in 
the manufacturing business. 

The link of the last resort in this 
chain of which we. write is the re- 
tailer. He itis that dishes out the 
broth, so to speak, to the great con- 
suming public. He it is that furnishes 
the finishing touch to our great system 
of business and stands as a mighty 
bulwark of protection between the 
consumer and the countless number of 
interests that are at his door waiting 
for an invitation to come in. It is the 
retailer who stands sponsor to the cun- 
sumer for the honesty and quality of 
the goods put out by the manufacur- 
er, and when they do not come up to 
the standard, he it ia that gets the 
“cussin’.” 

The retailer is also a medium of 
exchange between the producer and 
the consumer. It is through him that 
the producer finds a market for his 
products and gets a fair return for 
the labor and money spent in the pro- 
duction. 

Far from the least, in this chain of 
commercial] endeavor, is the traveling 
Salesman. He is the connecting link 
that joins and holds together the in- 
terests of the wholesaler and the re- 
tailer, and it is through him, very 
largely, that the whefl of commerce 
is Kept rolling, and made to thrive 
and prosper, making for this country 
@ reputation for big business and 
commercia] enterprise unequaled in the 
world’s history. We might say he is 
the fellow that put “biz” in business, 
and is today doing much to better 
mercantile conditions by a hearty sup- 
port of the various organizations 
looking to this end. 

The commercial traveler of today is 
not what he used to be. He has evo- 
luted from a low plane of commercial 
endeavor to that of a high calling, 
from a mediocre to a man of ambition, 
inteligence and honesty of purpose, 
having for his aim in life the building 
up and fostering of enterprises that 
mean great good for the people of to- 
day and generations to come.

CROP DAMAGED $500,000 


State —Entomologist Says South 
Georgia Fruit Escaped Freeze. 


The full damage done to the peach 
crop by the recent cold spell will not 
be known until Monday, according 
to a report made by the state entomol- 
gist, E. L, Worsham, Saturday. 

Mr. Worsham says that the indica- 
tions are that the loss in north Geor- 
gia may reach 50 or 75 per cent. The 
Fort valley and the southern section 
of the state, he says, escaped any 
serious damage. - 

“The freeze of over &@ week @&go, 
he states, “did more damage than at 
first believed, It is probable that the 
total damage to the peach crop in the 
state may reach $500,000.” 

He says that the total arop in 
1912 was between $3,000.000 and §$4,- 
Such a large crop was not 
looked for this year and the recent 
freeze may still further reduce the

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FULTON COUNTY IS NOW BEING - 


GIVEN A GENERAL CLEANING UP 


Few people living In Fulton county 
realize the magnitude of the general 
cleaning up which has been given 


since January 1 to that part of the 
county lying without the corporate. 
limits of Atlanta and of the several 
suburban towns in Fulton, and under 
direct control of the board of | county 
commissioners. Not until an unofficial 
report was made Saturday by Lieuten- 
ant T. E. Lockhart, county health of- 
ficer, was it known that Fulton county 
today has not a single case of con- 
tagious disease within that territory 
controlled by the commissioners. 

Among other conditions that go to 
make Fulton the most healthful and 
sanitary place of living in the state 
it is shown by Lieutenant Lockhart 
that there are no stagnant ponds in 
the county, no pig styes within 100 
yards of a residence, no surfa¢e clos- 
ets except those properly closed and 
cared for, and no bodies of depd ani- 
mals allowed to lie unburied. 

Many Points Thickly Populated. 

Many points in the county lying out- 
side of any incorporated town) are 4@s 
thickly settled as residence portions 
of Atlanta and, lacking the many aids 
to proper senitation afforded city 
dwellers, these districts requife con- 
stant attention and untiring energy to 
_keep their standard of sanitation high 
enough to guarantee the health of the. 
people, Among such settlements are) 
Center Hill, Bolton, Lakewood Heights, 
Inman Yards, Riverside and Whittier 
Mills. where hundreds of families live 
and carry on the business routine of 
their daily lives. 

Prior to January 1 the sanitation 
and health of these districts was left 
to the care of the members |of the 
county police force, who were supposed 
to give attention to details of Sanita- 
tion and guard the health as well as 
the. lives and property of Fulton's 
citizens. 

Menibers of the county commis-~ 
sioners had long seen that the arduous 
‘county of- 


duties imposed upon the < 
could not 


ficers were such that they 
give proper attention to ,the samitary 
work, and the old adage, “That Every- 
body's Business Is Nobody’s Business,” 
also had its influence upon them until 
they determined to appoint a special 
officer who should devote his jentire 
time to enforcing the sanitary) rules 
and regulations of the county. 

YT. KE. Lockhart, former member of 
the city detective force and later en- 
z¢ged in the real estate busines$, Was 
appointedtothe new office and |given 
the rank and powers of a lieutenant 
on the county police force. He works 
under the direct supervision of the 
committee on police, quarantine and 
Sanitation of the board of commission- 
ers, Which consists of W. Tom Winn, 
Tull Cc. Waters and 8S. B. Turman. 

Violations Are Reported. 

The new health officer has jhead- 
quarters in the office with Chief) Zack 
‘Rowan, of the county police force, and 
to him county policemen report all 
Violations of the sanitary rules ..at 
come to their notice. He also makes 
regular trips of inspection, especially 

n the congesed districts and among 
th factories. 

As told by him, thé duties of the 
health officer are numerous. Hemust 
jook to it that no pig styes are al- 
lowed within 100 yards of a dwelling; 
that all dead animals not otherwise 
disposed of, are buried at a proper 
depth; that no stagnant ponds are al- | 
lowed; that proper care is given to 
prevent the spread of contagious dis- 
eases, such as meningitis, scarlet fe- 
ver, Smallpox and diphtheria, and that 
the slaughter houses and tallow fac- 
tories are kept in a sanitary condition. 

Lieutenant Lockhart's experiences 
Bince he has held the new office! have 
been varied and odd. In most icases, 
he states, he has found that the ‘coun- 
ty people have complied with all! rules 
as best they could and have always 
‘followed out instructions in regard to 
putting their homes and grounds in a 
sanitary condition and doing away with 
nuisances, 

One of the first things done was to 
distribute 600 copies of a booklet lwhich 
the county has had printed, and in 
Which are given explicit directions fo 
keeping ‘a high sanitary Standard. 
Phese booklets were given out lin all 
warts of the county, particulanly 
families in the congested districts and 
with each one went personal requests 
for a better keeping of the rules of 
health. 

There Came Many Kicks. 

Kicks came in from some pdints 
farmers objected to being forcéd to 
Carry out what they regarded as the 
laws of city folks and what they be- 
lieved the great area of their homes 
made needless, but taken as a whol» 
the entire population has realized that 
it was simply a matte law and that 
the regulations had be complied 
with, and the kicks were only grum- 
blings that meant nothing in the way 
of real objection. 

The only time that a case has been 
made in'enforcing the rules was when 
a resident of the country district near 
Buckhead refused after repeated watn- 
ings to move a large hogpen which 
was within a few yards of the home 
‘of neighbors. An accusation was 
sworn out against him in the city 
criminal court before he gave up and 
agreed to comply with the law. ‘When 
he did comply, as his was the first 
case, the case was allowed to be nol- 
yrossed. 

In less than three months that he 
has been on duty the new health 


officer has accomplished a number of 
things for the better health of the 
county citizens and among the specific 
instances of things carried out are 
the following: 

Over 100 pig styes have been moved 
from within 100 yards of dwellings, 14 
stagnant ponds have been drained, 
rooms have been fumigated in 18 in- 
stances where there has been found 
a contagious disease and while the 
disease -was in effect the residences 
have been kept posted and under as 
Strict quarantine ag possible. 

Factories Are Inspected. 

The two slaughter houses in the 
county and the two tallow factories 
have been inspected and made to 
change their equipment so as to con- 
form to the rules. In one case @ cé- 
ment floor and new drains have been 
placed) in a tallow’ factory which 
lacked proper regard for sanitary 
rules. 

In picturing the man who fights the 
rounty’s battles against disease germs 
and unsanitary methods one might 
think of him as a grim figure, stalk- 
ing around with morbid thoughts and 
fancies and as doleful an appearance 
as the evils he combats, but he is 
the very antithesis of that. A ruddy 
face and \|cheertul disposition coupled 
with good heaith and an ever ready 
merry wink make him a joyful com- 
panion instead of a lugubrious one.

Governor Ralston Sends 
Relief Funds. 


, Indianapolis, Ind., March 29.—Sixty 
lives are known to have been lost in: 
Indiana's flood which has almost dis- 
appeared in central portions of the 
State but still is threatening. Evans- 
ville and smaller cities along the Ohio 
river, Verified reports show that 56 
persons were drowned and four are 
known. to have died from exposure. 
Five more bodies were recoverd today 
at Peru. 

: Flood devastated Indiana cities to- 
day reported authentically death lists 
az follows: 

Peru 20; Brookville 16: Fort Wayne 6: 
Terre Haute 4; Washington 4; 
Frankfort 2: Logansport 1; Rushville

Peru and Brookville death lists are 
those of drownings only but two 
deaths at Terre Haute, one at Fort 
Wayne and the only verified fatality in 
VW est Indianapolis followed exposure 
Suffered by tne refugees. Undoubtedly 
the list will be more or less exten- 
sively augmented during the next few 
days, indications being that the river 
channels still buried by high waters 
hold at least some bodies. The five 
bodies recovered at Peru today were 
those of persons already counted 
among the dead. :

First in the Antarctic. 


History presents from time to time 
some curlous anomalies, and not least 
among these is the story of the origi- 
nal discovery of the great continent 
surrounding the South Pole. A grim, 
inacessible coast, guarded from man’s 
approach by flelds of impassable ice 
floes and bergs, it resisted all efforts 
of the ablest of early explorerg to 
win its shores only to be diseovered 
at last by a boy of eighteen, in com- 
mand of a little 40-ton sloop! 

Nathianiel Palmer was the lad's 
name and he came of the best of old 
New England seafaring stock. After 
some preliminary training at  6gea, 
young Palmer sailed in 1812 or 1814 
ag second mate of a barque bound 
for the sealing grounds of the South 
Atlantic. After some weeks of fruit- 
less exploration and terrific struggles 
with the wintry gales of the region 
about Cape Horn, they came at last to 
the South Shetland islands: and soon 
had filled the vessel's hold with a 
fortune in furs. 

This voyage made such a stir in all 
the New England seaport towns on 
their return that before many years 
a second expedition was fitted out and 
Palmer. now Captain “Nat.” was given 
command of a little down-east sloop 
called the Hero, which was sent alone 
in consort with the larger vessels. 
This diminutive craft could hardly 
have been more than sixty. feet in 
length, but she weathered. success- 
fully the rigors of wind and sea and 
in due course at her destina- 
tion. 

At this time nothing was known of 
the existence of any land of conti- 
nental extent within the Antarctie Cir- 
cle—nor did Captain “‘Nat” much care 
whether there was such or not. What 
he was looking for was seals! So when 
he came:upon a long stretch of coast- 
line facing to the nortth in the vicinity 
of the sixtieth meridian west of 
Greenwich, he examined the-shore for’ 
possible rookeries; and finding noth- 
ing but ice and penguins, sailed away 
again to the north’ard. 

A few days after this the little Hero 
fell in with two tall ships of the Rus- 
tan navy under Commander Belling- 
shausen. When young Palmer went 
on board for lunch, at the comman- 
der’s invitation, and mentioned casual- 
ly his discovery of land to the south- 
‘ard, he must «thave been surprised, 
indeed. to learn that that which ne 
in his little sloop had blundered upon 
unsought and had turned away from 
in disgust, thése mighty ships of the 
ezar of all the Russias had for two 
years been seeking tin vain! 

Commander Billingshausen, to ds 
him justice, gave young Palmer full 
credit for his discovery, and this— 
the first portion of the Antarctic Con- 
tinent to be seen by man—tis set down 
upon the maps today as Palmer Land, 
In enduring tribute to the daring of 
the Yankee sailor lad who had first 
caught sight of it from the deck of 
a little sai] boat in the Year of Grace 
1821.—Outing Magazine for April.

HOW THE GREAT FLOODS 


AFFECTED THE STOCKS 


New York, March 29.—An advance fn the 
stock market. which began with the opening 
of the week was checked by news of the 
floods tn the central states. Reports of huge 
property losses, threaten'ng to cripple rail- 
roads and industrial concerns were responsi- 
ble for a temporary depression but yester- 
day the market advanced strongly again. 

Better conditions abroad influenced this 
market. The fall of Adrianople, expectations 
that the war soon would be ended and some 
relaxation of the financial strain abroad 


strengthened the foreign markets and ied 


to large purchases of stocks here for Buro- 
pean account. Short covering was extensive 
and the rise in pricem@ which accompanied it 
indicated that the marke. had been over- 
sold. Operations for the long account were 
on a larger scale than for several weeks, but 
the rise failed to stimulate outside buying to 
any marked extent. 

The favorable bank statement of last week, 
the continued inflow of money from the in- 
terior and cessation of gold exports to Purope 
and South America combined to produce 
easier money conditions here. 


NET RESULTS OF WEEK 
IN NEW ORLEANS COTTON 


New Orleans, March 29.—The net results of 
the week's trading in the cotton market were 
an advance of 24 to 28 points. The high prices 
were made on Saturday and the low prices were 
made on Tuesdey, At the highest, the trading 
months were 27 to 38 points over last week's 
close. At the lowest they were unchanged to 
8 points under. The range was 29 to 33 points. 

The market was influenced chiefly by the un- 
favorable weather that prevailed over a large 
part of the belt during the week. Too much 
rain fell in many sections, which prevented the

and Georgia stated that lowlands’ were in a con- 
dition to prevent work for eome time to come,

Klotz, the city clerk injured recently 
by the explosion of a bomb which he 
was building, confessed on his death- 
bed today, according to the police, that 
he had constructed and mailed the two 
bombs which resulted in the 
Grace Taylor last year, and Mrs, Mad- 
eline Herrera a few months ago, also 
the bomb which exploded last March in 
the library of Judge Otto Rasalsky. A 
few moments later Klotz died. 

Klotz was sinking rapidly after an 
operation when he made his confes- 
sion. He sent for the police and, ac- 
cording to the statement given out by 
them tonight, the dying man’s confes- 
sion was made directly to Captain 
Price, of the detective bureau. It was 
explicit as to all but the Hprrera 
the last, he de- 
nied having sent. 

Klotz confessed, according 
statement, that he had sent the bomb 
to Judge Rosalisky because he “djdn’t 
like him.” The agitation at the time 
over the effort of Folke E. Brandt to 
obtain hig release from prison, influ- 
enced him, Klotz said. Judge Rosal- 
sky had sentenced Brandt to thirty 
years in Dannemora for a robbery in 
the home of Mortimer L. Schiff, where 
Brandt had been a valet. Brandt re- 
cently was released. 

Asked _ yahy he had sent: the 
Tay lor b bomb, he replied: 

“Tl don’t know why; that's all.” Lat- 
er he admitted that it was on account 
of a quarrel he had had with her. 

The police believe Klotz was en- 
raged over having been forbidden Mrs.

Now about the superfluousness of 
words, I have something to say. There 
is some difference between the pub- 
lic speech and private conversation, 
Just the right words for the publie 
speech may become too much super- 
fluous for the private conversation.
